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In the Spiritual Medley of “There’s No Hidin’ Place Down Here,” “What You Gonna Do 
When Your Lamp Bum Down?” and “I Gotta Home ina That Rock” we get three brief sermons- 
musical equivalents of the Bach cantatas, but with a unique difference. These were not created 
by a trained composer; they came from the hearts and souls of fellow Americans. 

“The Heavens Are Telling” by Beethoven. There is no hint here of the tragedy of deafness 
that struck Beethoven. But there is the Romantic period’s characteristic of sudden contrast be¬ 
tween loud and soft, stop and go, and the crescendo to a new explosion of the opening theme. 

Tosca, Act I, Conclusion by Puccini. The contrast between soloist and chorus becomes 
chilling when we realize that Baron Scarpia is the arch-villian of grand opera and that the choir is 
singing praises to God. Here we have the profane personification of evil juxtaposed with the 
holiness of a hymn. 

Cavalleria Rusticana, Easter Scene by Mascagni. The organ sounds in the church; the choir 
inside (Vocal Ensemble) sings a Latin hymn, and the people outside (Full Chorus) the church 
burst into song. “We kneel before the Lord. He is not dead. He is Risen!” One soprano sings 
alone. In the opera she is Santuzza, who has been dishonored and cannot receive the sacraments. 
We hear her solo prayer for a moment, and then before the people enter the church and leave her 
alone, she joins with them in praising the risen Lord. 

“Benediction” by Lutkin. We thank those who make each concert possible and dedicate 
this record to those who made the tour possible. What began as dreams, moved through plans on 
paper and phone calls, and finally became a series of love feasts in which our audiences partici¬ 
pated with us.

Happy Drums is the sound of Sandy Nelson, and 
Sandy Nelson is the sound of this generation. With 
his first recording Sandy set a style which was free 
and easy and, most important, in touch with the 
times. It’s an infectious style which has remained 
consistently tops in popularity. The reason is 
because of the feeling Sandy generates, now let’s 
let him speak for himself. 

“This is rock ’n’ roll, but with a slight difference that 
I believe to be an improvement. It’s rock ’n’ roll with 
a jazz flavor. 

“I developed this rhythm from playing for dances at 
college fraternity parties. The popular conception is 
that college kids are strictly jazz fans or folk music 
followers, that they don’t like rhythm and blues or 
rock ’n’ roll. But I’ve been swingin’ em over since 1 
discovered that they enjoy the more commercial 
things. After all, they dug rock ’n’ roll all through high 
school. Now I find they still dig it, particularly when 
I put a touch of jazz in to get a new effect. 

“The session at which we cut this album was an 
easygoing one. The guys were relaxed and seemed 
to really enjoy what they were doing. It was more like 
a jam session. They played like they were happy to 


be there, not like they were doing it just because 
they were paid to. So we got that free and easy jazz 
flavor without forgetting that the beat is the thing.” 

The “guys” on the date were Don Miller, lead guitar; 
Rene Hall, bass guitar and composer of five tunes 
heard here; Bill Cooper, bass; Red Callendar, string 
bass; Bruce Johnston, piano; and Jackie Kelso, 
tenor sax on all but "Feet B'eat” and “Walkin’ To 
Hartford,” where he was replaced by tenorman John 
Jones. Additionally, singer-band leader Sonny 
Knight played piano on "Feet Beat,” which he and 
Sandy wrote. 

“Two things about this session should be men¬ 
tioned,” said Sandy. “The musicians did a lot of ad- 
libbing, especially on ‘Jive Talk’ where the instru¬ 
ments sound as if they are really talking with each 
other. And notice how we use the bass guitar to play 
melody instead of merely doing harmonic chords. 
Gives a great sound.” 

Happy Drums is a result of this recording session 
spirit, a spirit which is immediately infectious and will 
soon have you a victim of Happy Drums. A fate you’ll 
thoroughly enjoy!

I et’s try a little experiment. Turn to the next person 
■ you meet and ask him to name the most famous 
Latin-American orchestra today. It’s almost a certainty 
that the answer will be Tito Rodriguez and his orches¬ 
tra. Actually, this isn’t a very fair experiment since for 
many years the name Tito Rodriguez has been synony¬ 
mous with the best in Latin-American music. He stands 
head and shoulders above all others as the senor most 
credited with bringing the musical rhythms of his 
heritage to such great popularity and prominence. 

To the “rajah” of Latin music, the fame that has come 
his way is the fulfillment of a wish come true. Even as a 


lad in his native Puerto Rico, it was a wish and a hope 
that he carried deep within him. To find this fulfillment 
took determination, years of practice and hard work. 
The gifted Rodriguez had one thing more in his favor. 
He had a native talent and intrinsic love and appreci¬ 
ation for the music with which he grew up. Almost from 
the beginning, Tito learned to master any musical in¬ 
strument he wanted to play. Not content with being just 
a great musician, he also learned to sing in a style and 
with a manner that made the listener sit up and take 
notice. He created excitement. 

Sen ing his apprenticeship as vocalist with both the 
Xavier Cugat and the Enric Madriguera outfits, Tito 
won international acclaim as the number one Latin- 
American singing personality. After starting out with 
his own ten-piece orchestra, Tito won for himself many 
more awards. In 1952, he won special recognition from 
the Century Conservatory of Music of New York. One 
of his most prized honors was bestowed upon him by 
the famous Spanish language newspaper. La Prensa, 
when for two consecutive years they voted him the out¬ 
standing Latin-American orchestra. 

What is the secret of Tito Rodriguez’s success? Other 
musical aggregations come and go, while still others 
remain as just one among many. Perhaps more than 
anywhere else the answer to this lies in the music show¬ 
cased in this delightful album. In this gathering of 
songs, Tito reveals the real meaning of the much ban¬ 
died term, Latin-American music. Here he takes, as the 
title states, “Latin Jewels,” the songs that are most 
requested by both dancer and listener-the gems of the 
Latin standards, and gives them a fiavor that is at the 
same time Latin in its rhythmic qualities and American 
in its melodic content. They are, at the same time^ ro¬ 
mantic and exotic, skillful and yet basic, earthy in origin 
and yet sophisticated. It is music that fits many varied 
moods.

GULL AH.the lingua france of the coastal lowlands of South Carolina and Georgia for 

the past several centuries. Gullah is a blend of several tongues.old English, Scotch, and 

African. Along with indigo, rice, and Sea Island cotton, it was developed during colonial 
times by tbe African Negroe who was brought to this part of the eastern coast from the 
western coast of Africa. It is a unique dialect spoken nowhere else but on the sea islands 
and in the lowcountry of South Carolina and Georgia. 

The isolation of the sea islands and the lowcountry in the past has allowed the Gullah dialect 
to remain intact. However, in tliese modern times with the construction of highways to every 
corner of the land and the advent of radio and television, the Gullah tongue is inevitably- 
disappearing.

In the Spiritual Medley of “There’s No Hidin’ Place Down Here,” “What You Gonna Do 
When Your Lamp Bum Down?” and “I Gotta Home ina That Rock” we get three brief sermons- 
musical equivalents of the Bach cantatas, but with a unique difference. These were not created 
by a trained composer; they came from the hearts and souls of fellow Americans. 

“The Heavens Are Telling” by Beethoven. There is no hint here of the tragedy of deafness 
that struck Beethoven. But there is the Romantic period’s characteristic of sudden contrast be¬ 
tween loud and soft, stop and go, and the crescendo to a new explosion of the opening theme. 

Tosca, Act I, Conclusion by Puccini. The contrast between soloist and chorus becomes 
chilling when we realize that Baron Scarpia is the arch-villian of grand opera and that the choir is 
singing praises to God. Here we have the profane personification of evil juxtaposed with the 
holiness of a hymn. 

Cavalleria Rusticana, Easter Scene by Mascagni. The organ sounds in the church; the choir 
inside (Vocal Ensemble) sings a Latin hymn, and the people outside (Full Chorus) the church 
burst into song. “We kneel before the Lord. He is not dead. He is Risen!” One soprano sings 
alone. In the opera she is Santuzza, who has been dishonored and cannot receive the sacraments. 
We hear her solo prayer for a moment, and then before the people enter the church and leave her 
alone, she joins with them in praising the risen Lord. 

“Benediction” by Lutkin. We thank those who make each concert possible and dedicate 
this record to those who made the tour possible. What began as dreams, moved through plans on 
paper and phone calls, and finally became a series of love feasts in which our audiences partici¬ 
pated with us.

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Happy Drums is the sound of Sandy Nelson, and 
Sandy Nelson is the sound of this generation. With 
his first recording Sandy set a style which was free 
and easy and, most important, in touch with the 
times. It’s an infectious style which has remained 
consistently tops in popularity. The reason is 
because of the feeling Sandy generates, now let's 
let him speak for himself. 

“This is rock ’n’ roll, but with a slight difference that 
I believe to be an improvement. It’s rock ’n’ roll with 
a jazz flavor. 

“I developed this rhythm from playing for dances at 
college fraternity parties. The popular conception is 
that college kids are strictly Jazz fans or folk music 
followers, that they don’t like rhythm and blues or 
rock ’n’ roll. But I’ve been swingin’ em over since I 
discovered that they enjoy the more commercial 
things. After all, they dug rock ’n’ roll all through high 
school. Now I find they still dig it, particularly when 
I put a touch of jazz in to get a new effect. 

“The session at which we cut this album was an 
easygoing one. The guys were relaxed and seemed 
to really enjoy what they were doing. It was more like 
a jam session. They played like they were happy to 


be there, not like they were doing it just because 
they were paid to. So we got that free and easy jazz 
flavor without forgetting that the beat is the thing." 

The “guys" on the date were Don Miller, lead guitar; 
Rene Hall, bass guitar and composer of five tunes 
heard here; Bill Cooper, bass; Red Callendar, string 
bass; Bruce Johnston, piano; and Jackie Kelso, 
tenor sax on all but “Feet B'eat” and “Walkin’ To 
Hartford,” where he was replaced by tenorman John 
Jones. Additionally, singer-band leader Sonny 
Knight played piano on “Feet Beat,” which he and 
Sandy wrote. 

“Two things about this session should be men¬ 
tioned,” said Sandy. “The musicians did a lot of ad- 
libbing, especially on 'Jive Talk’ where the instru¬ 
ments sound as if they are really talking with each 
other. And notice how we use the bass guitar to play 
melody instead of merely doing harmonic chords. 
Gives a great sound.” 

Happy Drums is a result of this recording session 
spirit, a spirit which is immediately infectious and will 
soon have you a victim of Happy Drums. A fate you’ll 
thoroughly enjoy!
